A message from the Governor, by Mr. Garrett, Secretary of States 

Mr Speaker:—I am requested by the Governor ta communicate to this 
honorable body his annual message, as follows: 


EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 
Tuscatoos:, DECEMBER 5TH, 1843. ? 
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Gentlemen of the Senate 
and of the House of Representatives: 


You have assembled in pursuance of the requirements of law, and in 
accordance with the furmsof the Constitution, to deliberate upon such 
measures as you may think best calculated to prsmote the interest of 
the State; aud to enact such laws as you conceive wili conduce most to 
the happiness and prosperity of her people. . 

Being charged with these high duties, and thus constituted the agents 
of a free people by their own voluntary act, nothing can be more grati- 
fying to us, than the reflection, that the confiding expectations of those 
we represent, have been fully requited; aud although many of the causes 
which tended to create great anxiety in the minds of the people through- 
the State, before the meeting of the last General Assembly, have pas- 
sed away by the action of that body, it is still apparent, that at least a 
portion of the subjects, upon which you now necessarily have to act; 
will excite an intensa solicitude in the minds of the community. 

Though many traces are yet perceptible in some portions of the State, 
of the embarrassment of former years, induced by the reckless spirit of 
speculation, and (he undue expansion of an unsound paper circulation, 
we have still abundant cause to congratulate the country upon the extine- 
tion of a large portion of the deht contracted during those periods, and 
upon that laudable industry and economy, which, for some Ume past, 
have pecvaded the almost entire population of the State, Generally, our 
people have enjoyed the inestimable blessings of health, and the soll, 
under the smiles of a kind Providence, has yielded a just reward to labor 
aud industry. 

In the enjoyment of so many blessings, we should not permit the pre- 
sent occasion to pass, without returning our thanks to the great Ruler of 
the Universe, for these and other favors, which we have received at His 
hands. 

That part of the act of the last session of the Genéval Assembly, re- 
quiring the Governor to receive proposals for the printing and binding 
of the Digest prepased by the Honorable ©. C. Clay, has been eomplied 
with. M. D. J. Slade proposed doing the work, anso deliver in this 
place, the three thousand copies required in the aet, by the first of ‘this 
month, at seven dollars and fourteen cents per psge, for the number of . 
pagee contained in one volume. 
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Being the lowest bidder, and tendering good security for the faithful 
execution of the work, he was awarded the contract, in pursuance of the 
provisions of the act. J. Withers Clay, Esq , was appointed to superin- 
tend the printing of the Digest, in place of tne Hon. C. C. Clay, who de- 
eliged that duty, ‘The books have just reached here, but as yet, I have 
not had time sufficient, to examine them, 

In conformity with the provisions of the aet for the final settlement of 
the affairs of the Planters? and Merchants’ Bank of Mobile, approved 
i3th February, 1843, I directes! the Solicitor of the Cireuit in which the 
Bank was situated. to file an information in the nature of a quo warran- 
la against the Bank, before the Judge of the circuit court of said circuit, 
or the Judge of the county court of Mobile county, The Solicitor per- 
formed that duty with promptoess, and on the 27th of March last, ata 
special term held by the Judge of the circuit court, the charter of the 
Bank was, by the decisioy of said court, declared to be forfeited, In 
that decision the Stockholders seem, without appeal, to have acquiesced, 
since which the insti. ion has been in process of liquidation as preseri- 
bed by law. 

As directed by-the act putting the several Branch Banks in liquidation, 
I appointed, zt the close of the last session, the two Commissioners for 
each Bink, to examine and value the real estate. Partial returns by the 
Commissioners of tne valnation of the real estate owned by the Mobile 
and Decatur Branches were made in time to euable me, by and with the 
advice of the boards of these Banks, to offer for sale a large portion of 
the real estate owned by these two Branches, 

The sale of the real estate owned by the Branch Bank at Mobile, 
which was advertised to take place in November last, has been post- 
poned until the eighteeuth of this month: It was the opinion of the 
President and Directors of that Branch, that the latter was a more ans- 
picious period than the former, to offer the property for sale, which 
was the reason for the postponement, 

The valuation of all the real estate owned by the Branch Bank at 
Mobile, has not been fully completed in consequence of the serions m- 
dispositicn of the Commissioners duriug the past summer and fall. 
Both the Commissioners have recently resigned The vacancies will 
be filled as seon suitable individuals can be selected, and the valuation 
completed, it is hoped, at the earliest day practisable. 

The indisposition of one of the Commissioners appointed to value 
the real estate owned by the Decatur Branch, has, I understand, retard- 
ed the eempletion of the valuation of the real estate held by that 
Brauch. Whether or not, the valuation is yet fully completed, J am 

` not at this time, advised. 

Full retarns have been received of the valuation made by the Com- 
missioners of the real estate, belonging to the Huntsville and Montgoin- 
ery Branch Banks. ‘The board at Runtsville havé informed me that 
they do not consider the present a favorable time to offer the property 
for sale, ard the return of the valuation from the Branch at Monutgom- 
ery has been so recently received, that I have not had the time to cen- 
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fer with the board on the subject of offering for sale the propesty own- 
ed by that institution. ; 

In compliance with the Joint Resalutions of the Senate and Honse 
of Representatives, in regard to the Expense Accounts of the Bank of 
the State of Alabama and its several Branches, approved fourteenth 
February, one thousand eight hundred and forty-three, authorizing the 
Governor at any time after the twentieth of that month, to appoint the 
Commissioners provided for under the act, approved twelfth January, 
oue thousand eight hundred and thirty-three, for the examination of 
the Bank of the State of Alabama and its several Branches; as soon as 
it was practicable to do so, the Commissioners were appointed, and in- 
structed to make a special examination into the expense account alone, 
and to report the result of their examination to this Department}, at the 
earliest day convenient. That duty the Commissioners have perform- 
ed. and in accordance with the requirements of the resolutions, I have 
examined the several reports. and after much reflection, on the varions 
items embraced, directed the institution of suits for the recovery of the 
money inthe State Kank, and the Branches at Huntsville and Decater, 
which I considered expended without legal authority, or without equi- 
table circumstances to excuse it, 

The itens of expenditure reported as illegal, from the Branch at. 
Montgomery, were nearly all excused, or justified by the Commission- 
ers, and the amounts uot excused or justified, were so ineonsiderable, 
that I deemed suit unnecessary; and have therefore, declmed ordering 
suit on any items embraced in that report. 

A very large portion, if not the largest amount of illegal expendi- 
tures reported from the Mobile Branch Bank, are not of that character, 
which would authorize me, as I conceive, uuder the resolutions to or- 
der suit for their recovery. P 

Believing that uoue of the expenditures, reported as illegal, for whieh 
the resalutious confer on me the power to direct suit, will be affected 
by the statute of limitations, before the ensuing Spring Courts, I have 
for the present, declined ordering suit, ou any items embraced i: that 
report. ` 

The reports, embracing as they do, all the extra expenses of the five 
Banks, for a period of more than six years, and the resolutions consti- 
tuting as they do, the Executive, the sole judge of both the law, and 
all circumstances of an equitable character, which would justify, in his 
estimation, all or any of those extra allowances, have thrown upon this 
Department duties, both responsible and delicate. Some of the reports 
present instances of alledged improper expenditure of money in séme 
of the Bank; but not of that character, as befure remarked, that would 
authorize me to order suit for its recovery under those resolutions, 
And as I have ordered suit for the recovery of some few items, and de- 
clined directing suit for items of a similar character in other cases, fron 
a doubt of my power ander the report of the Commissioners to do so, 
I deem it my duty to lay all the reports, and copies of the several or- 
` ders which I have made for snit, before your honorable hodies, for such 
action as you may deem best, or such instructions as you may feel in- 
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clined to give, for suit in any ot the cases in which I have declined or- 
dering suit to be ‘instituted. 

The latter clause of the last resolution declares all allowances and ap- 
propriations, made during the last session of the Legislature, by the 
Branch Bank at Mobile illegal, and makes it the duty of the Governor 
to order suit to be instituted for the recovery of the money. A copy 
of the allowances and appropriations during the period specified, was 
obtained from the Bank, and suits ordered to be instituted against those 
who constituted the board, when those allowances and appropriations 
were made. l 

The ninth section of the act “to regulate the State Bank, and for 
other purposes,” makes it the duty of the President of that Bank, un- 
der tke direction and control of the Governor, to take the necessary 
measures for the extension of the State bonds payable in eighteen hun- 
dred and forty-four. In obedience to the provisions of the above sec- 
tion, in the early part of the present year, J gave that officer the neces- 
sary instructions to extend the payment of the bonds specified, uutil the 
first day ef June, one thonsand eight hundred and fifty, reserving to the 
State the right further to extend their payment,if it should be the plea- 
sure of the State hereafter to do so. ; 

The extension, as I arn informed by the President, is not yet fully 
completed, but he assures me that he entertains no doubt of its being 
effected ia a short time. 

As directed by the acts liquidating the several Branches, the Presi- 
dent and Directors of the Bank of the State of Alabama, in the pre- 
sence of the Governor, and/tecretary of State, at different periods, du- 
ring the present year, have destroyed (by burning) bills of the different 
Branches, amounting to five million thirty-six thousand six hundred 
and ninety-seven dollars, and blank impressions amounting to seven 
million thirteen thousand four hundred and twenty-eight dollars, 

The board of the State Bank, as I am informed, have, in like man- 
“ner destroyed, six hundred and nine thousand four hundred and sis- 
teen dollars, in the bills of that institution. 

The amount paid the Directors of the State Bank, I do not consider 
a fair compensation for their services. In addition to the business of 
` that Bank, which is equal to that of either of the Branches, if we ex- 
cept the Mobile Branch, the board of the State Bank, have to superin- 
tend the responsible duty of paying the interest on the entire State debt, 
and to receive, register and destroy the redeemed circulation of the 
four Branches. In discharging the various duties required of the board, 
much labor, as well as responsibility, is thrown upon the President, and 
especially in paying the interest due on our foreign debt. ‘The salary 
which is now paid that officer is, as I conceive, not fully commensurate 
with his services. Iam also satisfied that the number of Directors in 
the State Bank could with great propriety be reduced, and I recommend 
that the number be reduced to four, and that the amount to be paid the 
Direetors, as well as the President, be increased to such sum, to each, as 
the wisdom of your honorable bodies may think just. 
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The act passed at the close of the last session of the Legislature, au- 
{horizing the President and Directors to place the bad and doubtful 
debts due the Banks in the several counties, in the hands of Attorneys 
to be appointed by the board for that purpose, has certainly diminished 
to a considerable extent their labors; at least enough so, as I conceive, 
to fully justify the General Assembly, as well on the score of economy, 
as the utter absence of any necessity for the present number, in redné- 
ing it. Constiiating the Cashier, ez-officio.a Director, with the Presi- 
dent, and one Director, will, I think, make a board entirely suifeignt to 
manage the business of each Branch. In all the Branches, excépt the 
one in Mobile, there is quite an inequality in the salaries of the Presi- 
dents and Directors, while the Presidents in the other three Branches, 
have to perform all the duties required of the Directors, ang discharge 
in addition, others incident to those officers, from which the Directors 
are exempt, the President actually receives less compensation than the 
Directors, Consequently, I recommend that the amount of compensa- 
tion allowed to the Presidents and Directors, be at least the same, and 
that two of the Directors in each Branch be dispensed with, and the 
board constituted as I have suggested. 

The last Legislature having failed to provide any additional compen- 
sation to the agent appointed to urge upon Congress the payment of the 
moneys heretofore made by the State, upon claims growing out of the 
late Creek Indian hostilities, he declined returning to the City of Wash- 
ington to superintend the settlement of those claims. The act of Con- 
gress, approved sixteenth August, one thousand eight hundred and for- 
ty-two, provides that duly authenticated copies of papers, which may 
have been lost or destroyed, upon proof of such lossor destruction, shall 
be received as evidence of the amount heretofore paid by the State. 
Many of those papers, I fear, have been lost or destroyed, and to sub- 
stitute others, as required in the act, will be attended with both trouble 
and expense. There is a large amount justly due from the Federal 
Government to the State, but to obtain all or any portion of it, aşil} re- 
quire both the time and labor of a special agent All that our delega- 
tion in Congress could do towards effecting payment from the United 
States Government, unquestionably has been done. By allowing to a 
competent agenta reasonable per cent. on the amount to be collected, 
it is probable the just claims of the State might be speedily adjusted. 
I have brought this subject to your notice for such action as your hon- 
orable bodies may think best. 

I deem it proper again to bring to the notice of the General Assem- 
bly the mode of paying sheriffs and jailers for the support of prisoners 
in the several counties, The whole amount paid to those and other of- 
ficers on claims of this character, under the various appropriations of 
the last session, amounted to the sum of near ten thousand dollars, by 
which you will perceive that that item is not inconsiderable in itself in 
forming the aggregate of the annual expenses of the State. I consider 
the most equitable mode that could be adopted in paying these demands, 
would be to require the county in which the offence was committed, to 
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provide a special fund, out of which such claims should be paid under 
the control of the Judge of the county court and Commissioners, with 
power to judge of their correetness, and to order their payment.” If, 
however, it be the „settled policy of the State to pay these claims as 
heretofore, their justness should be established before the presiding 
Judge of the circuit court, or in some other form to be prescribed, and 
certified to the Comptroller, who should be required to pay them out ofa 
fund to be appropriated for that purpose. The legislation now annual- 
ly necessary, would thereby be dispensed with, besides diminishing to 
_ some extent your labors, as well as avoiding the expense incident to it, 

I must again direct your attention to the law regulating the salary of 
the Adjutant aud Inspector General. It is vague and indefinite as to 
the amount of compensation that he shall receive. I recommend that 
the General Assembly define more particularly the duties for which he 
shall receive a per diem allowance, independent of the ordinary duties 
of the office, for which he should received a fixed salary, and that the 
amount of salary to be paid him be more clearly defined. 

The sum of eleven hundred and ninety-two dollars has been expend- 
ed of the fifteen hundred dollars appropriated at the last session of the 
General Assembly, for re-covering the Capitol, The whole roof has 
been re-covered anew, except the Cupalo, and that was inspected by 
competent workmen, who concurred in the opinion that it was sound, 
and required only some slight repairs, which have been made. 

The law prescribing the manner of making returns of elections for 
members of Congress, is vague and contradictory, and should be amend- 
ed. The law also requiring sheriffs generally to make returns of elec- 
tions, is frequently disregarded, and especially in some of the most im- 
portant and responsible officers elected by the people. This delinquin- 
cy, I am satisfied, is the result of omission or neglect—not design— 
though equally embarrassing in its effects, Cases may occur, unless 
there is a more rigid adherence to the law than has frequently hereto- 
fore been observed by returning officers, where the popular will may 
for awhile, at least, be entirely defeated for the want of proper returns. 

The law, as it now exists, would seem to be sufficient to insurea 
prompt, discharge of duty on the part of those officers; but our experi- 
"ence proves to the contrary, The most effectual mode which presents 
itself to, my mind, to insure a faithful discharge of duty on the part of 
returning officers, is to require the Solicitors: of the circuit, and the 
Grand Juries of the several counties to enquire especially, if the proper 
returns of the elections have been made, and in case they have not, 
without reasonable cause to excuse it, the Grand Jury should present, 
rand the Solicitor should be required to prosecute fur such failure of dn- 
ty; and althoug in some cases, the returns may have not been made 

within the time prescribed by law, they, in all probability, would be, 
before the time for holding courts in the different counties, I have thus 
bronght the subject to your notice, for such action as the General As- 
seinbly may deem proper. 
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The sum of one hundred and nineteen thousand two hundred and 
seven and sixty-one hundredth dollars, being the first instalment of the 
two per cent. fund, has been by the Cashier of the State Bank invest- 
ed in United States Treasury notes, bearing an interest of six per cent. 
per annum, as required by the Joint Resolutions of the last General 
Assembly. ‘The ‘Treasury Notes in which this investment has been 
made will cease to bear interest after the present month. It will be- 
come necessary therefore for the Legislature to make some further pro- 
visions for re investing this amount, or otherwise the principal will re- 
main entirely inactive, and yield nothing by way of interest as it should. 

Congress having passed the avt coutemplated in the preamble and 
joint resolutions of the last General Assembly, authorizing the differ- 
ent Land Offices to receive the bills of the State Bank and Branches in 
payment for the public lands, from all those of our citizens who reside 
on those lands, desirous of availing themselves of their pre emption 
rights, the second instalment will of course be paid in the bills of the 
State Bank and Brauchcs, agrecably to the provisions of tle second 
section of the resolutions alluded to. At this time Ido not know the 
precise amount which will be paid on this instalment—somethixg 
more, I presume, however, than the amount received an the first, 
The Cashier of the State Bauk, who is required by law to receive it, 
has net yet been able to do so. Inthe summer, this Department was 
informed by the Treasury Department, that a large portion of the 
amount due on this instalment had been received at the various Land 
Offices, in the bills of our State Bank and Branches, which informa- 
tion was made known to the officer authorized to receive ‘the money. 
Before this, it is presumed, a sufficient sum in our currency has been 
received by the United States Government to pay the whole amount of 
the instalment, which will no doubt be paid as required, at an early 
day. One hundred and twenty thonsaud dollars of the money thus to 
be received, is to be loaned to the Montgomery and West Point Rail 
Road Company, agreeably to the provisions of an act of the General 
Assembly, approved fourteenth February, one thousand eight hundred 
and forty-three. ‘he Company, through their President, Charles T. 
Pollard, Esq. have intimated an unwillingness to accept the loan upon 
the terms specified in the act, but express a willingness to do so upon 
certain modifications proposed, which you will find fully set forth in the 
letter of the President, which is herewith submitted. 

A proper disposition of the money realized from the sale of the Six- 
teenth Sections, now on deposit in the Banks, is a subject intimately 
connected with the final settiement of their affairs, Atno very distant 
day, legislation on that subject will be absolutely necessary, and could, 
perhaps, demand the attention of the General Assembly with as much 
propriety at this session, as at any future period. Iam cear in the 
conviction that the money already obtained, aud that which may here- 
after arise from the sale of Sixteenth Sections, should be preserved as 
a sacred jund, and that the interest accruing on the principal should 

„alone be appropriated to the objects of education. The amount now 
c 2 
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on deposit in the Banks, derived from sales of the Sixteenth Sections, 

is a debt, which will ultimately be legitimately chargeable upon the 

State. To pay the amount due to the Commissioners of the several 

Townships at this time, in the bills of the Banks, would only tend to 

swell our circulation sufficiently large for the means to give it currency, 

but would, I fear, to some extent depress it. The salutary lessons of 
the past, in the management of trust funds by public agents, afford us 

abundant cause to distrust the policy of placing this fund in the custody 

aud ander the control of the Commissioners, to be loaned ont or other- 

wise disposed of. That a large portion of these trusts would be faith- 
fully discharged, there can be no question, but the light of experience 

as taught us by one or more of the States, in a similar disposition of a 

like fund, leave us but little room to doubt that through a want of uni- 

formity in its application, insecurity and ultimate loss would be the in- 

evitabie result, with no inconsiderable portion. I therefore recommend 

that a certificate of State stock be issned to each Township, for the. 

amount due on deposi‘, at a reasonable interest, for such period as your 
wisdom may think best, renewable at the pleasure of the State, and 

that the interest annually accruing on the. amount ‘of stock to each 

Township, be appropriated to tne purposes of education. . 

It will be recollected by your honorable bodies that the last Legisla- 
ture went much farther in closing and liquidating the Banks than I re- 
commended in my annual message. Although,entertaining then, as I 
conceived, a well grounded apprehension, that the system was bad, 
and would have to be abandoned, my convictions were that it should 
be done by degrees. When I had the honor of making that communi- 
cation, I, was not in possession of the information disclosing their con- 
dition so fully as was afterwards developed by the scrutinizing reports 
of the several boards of Commissioners appointed for their examination, 
The Joint Examining Bauk Committee of the two Houses, added much 
by their subsequent searching inquiries, to the stock of information af- 
forded by the Commissioners, and contributed greatly in informing the 
last General Assembly, of the unsound condition and exhausted means 
of the Banks Fraukness requires me to say, that/notwithstanding my 
loss of confidence in the system had been confirmed by these disclo- 
sures, I feared so sudden aud radicala chage in our State policy would 
produce a shock and distrust in the public mind, and that injurious 
consequences to the community would be the ultimate result. Believ- 
ing that the representatives coming directly from the people, were the 
proper exponents of their will, I yielded my assent to the acts placing 
some of the Banks in liquidation, but not without some degree of re- 
luctance. It affords me unaffected pleasure, however, to assure the 
General Assembly that those apprehensions have been dispelled by the 
operations of the acts liquidating the Banks, and that the action of the 
lust Legislature ou that subject is now, I believe, strongly approved by 
the great body of tac people in the State. 

The operations of our system, in common with every form of Bank 

tadits, Į regard as deceptive in theory, and delusive in practice; and 
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that it has justly forfeited its claims to the confidence of the people, 
This, I think, is strikingly illustrated by the prostrate conditiof and 
general wreck that has so recently pervaded so large a portion of the 
Banking system in every form. 

Amidst all our financial difficulties, it is however a source of gratifi- 
cation, that the winuing up of our State Banks, have been so generally 
approved by the people. While its operations have imposed no bur- 
thens on the community, it is fast relieving us from the evils ofa de- 
preciated currency, not only by the gradual absorption of the amount, 
but by giving a value to the outstanding circulation, as a means of dis- 
charging Baul debts, which must ultimately raise it much nearer to 
its par value It is also illustrating the important truth, that to procure 
a good currency, it is anly necessary to displace a bad one, and that‘as 
the channels of cireulation are relieved by the latter, they are speedily 
filled with the former, Whenever bank paper, from its worthlessness, 
has been driven from circulation, gold and silver have immediately sup- 
plied its place, and the people lave in every instance been more than 
satisfied with the exchange. This result has already, to a very great 
extent, been effected in Louisiana and Mississippi, and the same pro- 
cess must soon take place in this State. In every instance where it has 
occurred it has been attended witi a favorable state of foreign and 
domestic exchanges, leading to heavy importations of gold and silver, 
until the level of currency and prices has been fully established. Ire- 
commend that the banks be permitted to go into final liquidation under 
.the provisions of the acts of the last session, reserving such corporate 
powers only as will enable them finally to settle their affairs. 

_ ‘the acts of the last- General Assembly, placing the several Branch | 
Banks in liquidation, require the State Bauk to receive the bills, blank 

impressions and plates of the different Brauches, and also that the bills 
aud blank impressions shall be uestroyed, but do not direct what dis- 
position is to be made of the plates. Believing that the destruction of 
the latter is as esseutial as the iermer, to the final settlement and entire 
abandonment of the system, I reconimend that the plates be likewise 
destroyed. 

The Huntsville Branch has paid bonds due in eighteen hundred and 
forty-two, eighteen huudred and iorty-tour, and eighteen hundred and 
sixty-five, amounting in the aggregate to two hundred and nineteen 
thousand dollars. ‘ihey were forwarded to this place by the board at 
Huntsville, aud I directed them to be deposited in the State Bank, to 
be disposed of as directed by the General Assembly. I recommend 
that provisions be made, requiring the President and Directors of the 
State Bank to destroy them. 

The people, with their usual patriotism, have cheerfully submitted 
tv the tax imposed by the lust General Assembly. It is proper to state, 
However, that the mode of assessing the tax on land, without classifi- 
cation, has not been approved by a large portion of the community. 
The present plan should be so modified as to meet their wishes.” 
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To protect and preserve untarnished the faith and credit of the State, 
should be the cherished object of all, and isa subject which appeals 
with unrestricted force, to the pride, honor and integrity of every citi- 
zen. Public faith is but the aggregation of that sentiment of private 
honesty, which imposes on us the paramount duty of discharging a just 
debt. To preserve it inviolate, frequently requires great sacrifices on 
the part of the community; but they are sacrifices incurred in the pre- 
servation of a high moral principle, without which, neither society nor 
Government can long exist. In pafting with a portion of our property ' 
in discharging a public debt, we are only going to the expense of pre- 
serving a principle, which renders the remainder more secure, and 
therefore more valuable. In doing this, we may frequently pay the 
penalty of past folly and extravagance on the part of public agents; 
but even this carries along with it a compensation in arousing that spi- 
rit of vigilance to taxation and expenditure on the part of the people, 
Without whien, it is impossible fur them long to preserve their liberties. 
If the last Legislature imposed upon the people burthens in the shape 
of taxes, théy have done much to relieve them from the burthens and 
taxation’of a banking system infinitely more oppressive, as I conceive, 
than our State debt. Itis true that the people have not yet worked 
out their deliverance from the galling bondage of Bank paper deprecia- 
tion; but every day, under the policy of the jast Legislature. they are 
approaching near to that result, and to the same extent recovering their 
ability to sustain the heavy, but necessary burthen of taxation, which the 
honor and credit of the Siate will m-st obviously require. 


The interest upon our State debt, for the present year, has been paid 
with our usual punctuality, and there are ample means in the Banks, to 
pay the interest which will be due the ensuing year. But how we are 
to discharge the amount which will be due in the year following, isa 
question thal presents itself directly to all who cherish and value the cha- 
racter of the State. Jt may be urged, and that too, with the powerful 
Torce of truth, that to provide the means to pay the State debt, a portion 
of the substance of many will have to be yielded who never enjoyed any 
benefit from the money borrowed, But the force of such objections 
will be rendered powerless, from the simple fact, that those who loaned 
the money are not responsible for its application by our own agents. The 
money was borrowed in good faith, and the consideration of the debt can- 
not be questioned, If, then, the loss of the whole, or a part, has been 
the result, it is certainly a misfortune of the State, but that can afford no 
possible pretext to withhold payment from those who in good faith Joan- 
ed us their money. To a people like those of Alabama, so jealous of 
their rights and honor, both personal and political, I look with an abid- 
ing co: «dence, that the faith and credit of the Siate will be preserved, 
with an integrity aad promptness, that will stand the test of scrutiny and 
of time. I recommend, therefore, that a sufficient fund be raised by tax-

The vast quantity of special legislation to be found on our statute book, 
and the immense masa which annually accumulates before the General 
Assembly, is a subject eminently worthy of your consideration, <I al- 
iude to the subject now, with a settled conviction, that a very large por- 
tion of that kind of legislation could be entirely dispensed with, by 
adopting some general law, which would enable the parties seeking such 
aid, to effect their object befure some of the judicial tribunals of the 
country. Conferring on married women the rights of Jeme soles, and 
constituting them free dealers, has been a very unusual species of legis- 
lation until recently, but is now evidently on the incregse. These privi- 
leges, in many cases, are perhaps proper, and should be conferred upon 
those who, from peculiar causes, would seem to be ‘justly entitled to 
them; out they certainly might be extended to those who may desire 
them, without requiring a special act of the legislature in every instance. 
Our Courts of Chancery, by some general law authorizing them todo so, 
could afford all the relief desired, in applications of this character In- 
corporating small towns and villages; commercial, manufacturing end 
mining companics; special tax laws; establishing toll gates and ferries; 
besides many ather subjects purely local and special in their character, 
are fruitful sources of legislation, which not only increase the labors and 
lengthen the session, but add greatly to the amount of expense of ordi- 
nary legislation. These special acts, and corporate privileges, are likely 
essential, and may confer benefits upon those who desire them; but I am 
satisfied all who need such aid or privileges, cauld be enabled, by some 
general law, to accomplish their object without legislative interference in 
every case, and thereby dispense with this vast accumulation of private 
and special laws. f 

The right to erect toll gates and ferries, and to assess a county tax, 
under a certain amount, are powers that could with great’ propriety be 
trusted to the Judge of the County Court and Commissioners of Roads 
and Revenue. I am fully aware that that Court under existing laws, 
possesses power to some considerable extent, over these subjvets; but the 
facility with which special acts are passed, providing {or each case, has 
dimisished greatly the business of that Court, and increased astonishingly 
the number of applications for this kind of legislatian to the General 
Assembly. The right to exercise corporate privileges in small towns and 
villages, or to form associations or companies for commercial, manufac- 
turing or mining purposes, could, with great propriety and safety, as I 
conceive, be conferred upoa those desiring them, by some general law, 
under the control and scrutiny of some of the higher courts of the State, 
Jt would be proper in any general law of this character, to limit the eor- 
porate privileges, as well as the amount of property to be held; and re- 
serve, especially, tie right of the General Assembly to revoke any char- 
ter or privilege granted, when it was the pleasure of the Legislature to 
do so; by adupting some general law, by which the mass of special le- 
gislation can be avoided, aud at the same time, adopting some system 
which will confer the privileges upon those who desire them, you will 
have accomplished much, in the economy of time, labor and money. 
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Our University, under the present very able and indefatigable facul ty, 
is receiving, as it eminently merits, a liberal patronage fron: the publie, 
An institution so liberally endowed, and thus constituted, a nursery of 
the talents of the youth, and which is destined to form the intellectual 
and moral character of so large a portion of the young men of our State, 
most of whom must fiil important stations in society —in the councils of 
the State, and in the different4learned professions, can scarcely receive 
too much of the fostering care of the General Assembly. The heavy 
debt due from the University to the State Bank, is continually augment- 
ing by the interest which is annually accruing. If no provision is made 
for the payment cf the debt, in a few years, a very large portion of the 
University fund will be absorbed in the yearly accumulation of interest. 
I have brought this subject to your notice, with an anxious desire that 
some provisions he made for the payment of the debt, and to melieve the 
University fund from the yearly drain to which it is now liable. 

In accordance with the requirements of the Cunstitution, the census 
wifi have to be taken the ensuing year. It will be necessary, therefore, 
for the General Assembly to make suitable provisions for that purpose. 

At the request of the Medical Society in Mobile, through their Presi- 
dent, I directed the President and Directors of the Mobile Branch Bank 
to exclude from sale the two lots situated on the north-east corner of St. 
Francis and St. Joseph streets, numbers fifty-nine and sixty, which were 
advertised to be sold, with a portion of the real estate owne.! by the Mo- 
bile Branch, in November last. The object of the soeiety in desiring a 
postponement of the sale of this property, was to enable them to memo- 
rialize your honorable bodies, to make a donation of thase lots to the 
society, for the purpose of founding a Medical College. Being entirely 
willing to remove any obstacle which would prevent the Legislature 
from complying with their request, if it should be their pleasure to do 
sv, and being satisfied that the property would not’ deteriorate in value, 
before the lots could be again brought into market, if the wisdom of the 
General Assembly should refuse the donation, were my reasons for ex- 
cluding those lots from sale. A memorial from the society, fully pre- 
senting their views and design, | presume will be laid before you in due 
time. 

Since the adjournment of the last Generat Assembly, the Honcrable 
Henry Goldthwaite has resigned the office of Judge of the Supreme 
Court. Vacancies have also occurred since that period, in the office of 
Judge cf the Circuit Court of the third and ninth judicial circuits, the 
office of solici:or of the second circuit, the office of Quarter Master Gen- 
eral, and the office of Judge of the County Court, in the counties of Ran- 
dolph, Lawrence, Franklin, Walker, Pickens, Marion, Dele and Macon, 
all of which have been filled, as required by the Constitution. 

Colonel Armstrong, one of the Inspectors of the Penitentiary, having 
failed to attend three successive monthly meetings of the Board of In- 
spectors, his office was declared vacant under the provisions of an act ap- 
proved eleventh of February, one thousand eight hundred and forty-three, 
which vacancy has been filled, as directed in said act. 
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On the sixth’of October last, I made the annual visit, as required by 
law, to the Penitentiary, and examined the prison and convicts, with that 
scrutiny which the act requiring me to perform that duty would seem to 
demand. Theresult of my examination satisfied me, that neatness and 
order pervaded the institution, and that a proper discipiine appeared to 
characterize its operations. The financial operations of the Penitentiary 
Jor the current year will be laid betore you by the Warden, through the 
Comptroller of Public Accounts, as required by law, | 

The annual report made to this Department by the Inspectors, suggests 
some alterations in the Penal Code, which would seem to be salutary. 
The repart presents a detailed, and no doubt correct statement of the ep-~ 
erations of the Prison for the present year; and believing all the informa- 
tion embraced in it should be laid before the General Assembly, I have 
the nonor of submitting herewith a copy of the entire report. 

I have thus, gentlemen, brought to your notice the subjects which I 
conceive, require your consideration. Tne views which I have submi- 
ted have been communicated after due reflection, and with a settled con- 
viction that they are for the public good, But should the General As- 
sembly not regard’ the views which I have had the honor to communi- 
cate, as conducive to the public interest, I will readily co-operate with 
your honorable bodies in adopting any measure which I am satisfied will 
result in the accomplishment of that end. , 

That the deliberations of the General Assembly may be conducted in 
the spirit of peace and harmony, and that the resolt may equal the just 


expectations of the public, is my sincere desire. *

Union derived their power, and are based on persons numbered and 
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not in territory; that those individuals are the whele number of free 
persons, including those bound to service for a term of years, and ex- 
cluding Indians not taxed, three-fifths of all other persons; therefore, in 
the formation of Congressional districts, and in the computation of po- 
litical power due to each, to discard one of the elements of federal rep- 
resentation admits the right to disregard another or all; and the asser- 
tion of such right on the part of a State, is of mischievous tendency and 
highly dangerous in its character, destructive of a representative prin- 
ciple dear to the southern States, and in violation of the Constitution of 
the Union. 

4, Resolved further, That the Congressional representation of this 
Union is not federal, but national in its character, viz: The representa- 

tives under the district system, must spring directly from their respec- 
tive basis or numbers entitled to be represented; and the doctrine which 
accorils to a State the power in providing her federal representation of 
exercising the wild discretion of wholly disregarding this beautiful and 
cherished feature of this government, well merits the universal condem- 
uation of the friends of civil liberty.

ferred the Reports from the State Bank and Branches, with the accom- + 
panying documents, have had the same under consideration, and have 
instructed me to report: 

That the deep interest felt. nat only by the members of the Legisla- 
ture, bat by our fellow-citizens generally, iu regard to the condition of 
our Banks, and their ability in future to redeem their circulation, and 
absorb at no distant day, the amount of their present circulation, in 
payment of debts due to the Banks, under a regular and constant col- 
lection of these debts under existing laws, which are by no means on- 
erons to the debtors. While by their operation the ruinous rate of ex- 
change against the common currency of Alabama, known to consist 

s chiefly of our State Bank notes and its Branches, have already -ap- 
proached to within five or six per cent. of the standard valne of specie. 
And which, if not interrupted by unwise legislation or bad mangement 
on the part of the Banks, their notes must continue to grow daily near- 
er and nearer to par value. From the great mass of documents refer- 
ted to your committee, a large portion of which cannot, from the nature 
of things, be all printed without great expense, and your committee 
believe to be unnecessary, they have prepared and beg leave to report, - 
for the information of the Housé atid country, a synopsis of the particu- 
lar parts of said documents in a éondensed form, as will throw light- 
Upon their general condition, until the documents which the House may 
‘order to. be printed under the direction of your committee shall bé laid 
before your honarable body. 

These documents are unusually large, and your committee have-re- 
ported u recommendation tv print only such as are material to show the 
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present condition of the Banks. And it will be left to the House the 
propriety of ordering the printing of others, if it shall be their pleasure 
to do so, But which your committee believe will not remunerate for 
the expense of printing them, particularly at a time when economy and 
retrenchment is imperiously called for by the condition of our country, 
and the settled policy of the State.

And it will appear upon examination 
that the State Bank has means in sound funds and specie to pay all the 
interest that may fall due on State bonds, up to first of January, eigh- 
teen hundred and forty-five, inclusive; by which time it becomes the 
duty of the State to make provisions io sustain the faith and credit of 
the State unimpaired. 


The amount due to the Sixteenth Sections, within the State, which 
has been paid into the State Bank and Branches, on which the Banks 
by the existing laws, are paying an interest of eight per cent. per an- 
hum, amouuts to $822,440 07, to wit:

State, within thirty days after the next general election.

It purports to‘be.able to -mainigin 
the faith and credit:of the:State, when in fact it will not raise half the 
amount of our annual interest. Ff the abject was simply ‘to raise a 
revenue for the support of -the State Government, it imposes a heavy 
and unnecessary. burthen on the people, Ifthe abject, as its title 
would induce us to believe, was to raise a fund to pay. the anterest on 
the State Bonds, it is wholly insufficient, beeause:it will not raise half 
the necessary amount.

The joint committee, appointed by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, to examine the affairs, and report the situation of the res- 
pective offices of the Comptroller of Publie Accounts and of the State 
Treasurer, have directed me to report to this House the result of their 
investigations. ; 

The committee commenced the discharge of their duties by com- 
paring the warrants drawn by the Comptroller of Public Accounts, and 
the duplicates of the checks drawn by the State Treasurer upon the 
funds appropriated by law, and the registration of them in the respec- 
tive offices most thoroughly and minutely. This comparison exhibited 
an exact correspondence between the Comptroller’s drafts and the 
Treasurer’s checks. 

The next snbject of enquiry was, to ascertain whether the Comp- 
trolier’s drafts were provided for under the past appropriations for the 
fiscal year, beginning November twenty-seventh, one thousand eight 
hundred and forty-two, and ending November twenty-sixth, one thou-. 
saud eight hundred and forty-three, all of which were correct. The 
claims and allowances are all legally authenticated, and carry with 
them the evidence of a discriminating economy being exercised by the 
Comptroller of Public Accounts. 

The returns of the assessment of the taxes for the year one thou- 
sand eight hundred and forty-three, are duly registered and correct 
copies made out as far asthey have been received. 

The committee declined examining the partial returns-of the tax 
callectors of the several counties—the returns are incomplete as yet, 
and in fact, but few of them made any returns during the fiscal year, 
one thousand eight hundred and forty-three; consequently, this matter 
was left for the committee which may be appointed by the ensuing le- 
gislature, when the returns shall have been completed; and a detailed 
exhibit can be furnished of the respective assessments, and the collec- 
tions which may be made upon them.
